A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 
(a) the invention was known or used by others in this 
country, or patented or described in a printed publication 
in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof 
by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) as being 
clearly anticipated by DeLuca et al, U.S. Pat. No. 5218705. 

As per claims 1 and 23, DeLuca discloses supplying a 
variable voltage to said memory integrated circuit (figure 1, 
devices 14 and 12) , generating address and control signals for 
said memory integrated circuit (column 3, lines 32-50, column 2, 
lines 18-22 and figure 1, devices 6 and 12) . 

As per claim 21, DeLuca discloses a first operation period, 
a second operation period and a third operation period (column 4, 
lines 1-18 and column 3) , supplying a variable voltage to said 
memory integrated circuit (figure 1, devices 14 and 12) and a 
first voltage, a second voltage and a third voltage (column 4, 
lines 1-18 and column 3) . 

Claims 2-20 and 22 are also anticipated by DeLuca* s 
reference . 

2, Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-23 have been 
considered but are deemed to be moot in view of the new grounds 
of rejection.
